Attorney W. I. Gilbert, for the 
defense, protested the prosecution 
was not acting in good faith In 
placing police officers and other 
persons on the stand to testify that 
Mrs. Pantages was intoxicated at 
the time her limousine crashed in- 
to a small car driven by Rokumoto. 
Gilbert jumped to his feet after 
' lour policemen and two eye-wlt- 
rtiesses had testified at to .Mrs. Pan- 
tages' condition and shouted: 
"If the state Is acting in good 


faith why don't they bring in phyT

her to testify concerning her con- 
dition?"

GREAT BRITAIN TAKES NEW 


STEPS TOWARD RESUMPTION 


OF RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—OR— Great 
Britain today took new steps to- 
ward resuming commercial and, di- 
plomatic relations with soviet Rus- 
sia. The British government sent 
to the Norwegian government for 
transmission to the Russian gov- 
ernment a note expressing the view 
the time had come when It would 
be desirable to resume the conver- 
sions Interrupted several 
months 


ago by the departure of the soviet 
plenipotentiary Dovgalesky. 
Mr. Henderson and Ambassador 


Dovgalevsky of Paris began pre- 
liminary conversations for resump- 
tion pf trade and commercial rela- 
tions'and renewal of diplomatic 
service on July 29. 
They reached a deadlock'on Aug. 
1, when Great Britain refused to 
accede to the Russian desire for 
Immediate appointment of ambas- 
sadors before questions in dispute 
were taken up, and the Russian 
ambassador returned to his post. 


The question has been in abey- 
ance since then. A note handed by 
M. Dovgalevsky to Mr. Henderson 
said Mr. Henderson's 
declaration 
that immediate resumption of di- 
plomatic service 
was impossible 


showed the British government was 
unwilling or unable to agree to the 
restoration of normal relations be- 
tween the two countries.

Langstom, who stopped his car In 
time to avert an explosion. 
With the board of directors of

FOURTH. 


Readin', 'ritin' and 'rithme- 


tic have their forces mar- 
shaled for a new education- 
al campaign. Approximate- 
ly 3,500 Corsicana pupils 
will go into the class rooms 
when the local schools open 
next week, some for the first 
time but most of them to re- 
sume courses of study that 
have been interrupted by the 
summer vacation. Some will 
go back reluctantly, others 
will take up school routine 
perfunctorily as one of the 
little annoyances of life and 
a few will take up the brok- 
en thread of culture with as 
much enthusiasm as could 
be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. 
How wonder- 


ful a day it would be if all 
the pupils could see it as 
they will see it in retro- 
spect a few years hence, 
when sentiment as well as 
the practical side of life will 
bring a realization of the 
full meaning of the words of 
the old song about "school 
days, school days, dear old 
golden rule days." 


This is a song for the ma-

It is likely 
that few persons capable of

opportunities for education 
when they were going to 
school. Most of them will 
blame themselves for what 
they have missed and they 
will be right. If they 
are 


wise they will say to them- 
selves that they will also be 
responsible for a large part 
of what their children will 
miss if they are not awake 
to the extent that the return 
of school days involves them 
in the matter of duty. 


The character of a child 


is formed by itself, its. asso- 
ciates and its environment. 
Its deviations are the result 
of impulse, inclination and 
direction. The old saying—

more careful than the men, 
when driving. 


Miss Chisholm says it is 


because they think 
faster 


and "have had long prac- 
tice in looking in small mir- 
rors* which keeps them well 
aware of the road behind."

•women are timid and take 
fewer chances.

HESTER, WORLD AUTHORITY 


ON COTTON, INTERESTED IN 


, 
STATISTICS, NOT MONEY

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—TO— 
Behind a desk plied with reports 
and satlstics, a florid, stocky man 
sat making rapid calculations on a 
pad. Being deeply concentrated 
and hard of hearing, he was not 
aware of his callers. 


Presently looking up, he smiled 


kindly, greeted his visitors, sought 
chairs for them and made them 
feel as if they were in his drawing 
room rather than Interrupting him 
at a busy task in his office. 


This man was Henry Garetson 
Hester, probably the greatest sin- 
gle human factor in the world's 
cotton trade, preparing his annual 
report on the movement and dis- 
tribution of the cotton crop. The 
report had to be ready that day 
for transmission wherever the cot- 
ton bale Is bought and sold. It was 
to be translated into the polylgot 
tongues of the world's traders so 
that they would know what "Hes- 
ter says." 


Many a man would have excus- 


ed himself but not so this genial 
gentleman. He became the affable 
host, joking and laughing like a 
youngster but always directing his 
talk and his mind toward the pres- 
and future and never to the past. 
"A man Is old only when he gets 


out of date," he said, a. twinkle in 
Ills grayish blue eyes. "You man, 
do you know that If I live 17 years 
more I will be 100 years old? But 
[ don't feel any different than I 
ever did. The body may not be 
quite what it was but my mind is 
as clear as ever." 
Born in. New Orleans November 


18, 1846, the son of a British sub- 
ject, Mr. Hester was educated in 
the public schools and took up the 
study of law in, an attorney's office. 
Soon he forsook the law for the 
lure of the press and became finan- 
cial reporter on a New Orleans 
newspaper and editor of the mag- 
azine "Price CurernW 
His start in the cotton world 
came 67 years ago after a small 
group of New Orleans business men 
had put up $10,000 to start the 
New Orleans 
Cotton 
Exchange, 


which he had advocated 
in his 
news columns. He was offered the 
superlntendency of the exchange 
at $2,500 a year. He declined the 
offer but a banker, Impressed by 
the young man's keen knowledge 
of business, insisted and he took 
the job as a side-lide with no sal- 
ary. 


A few months later, he took ov- 
er the combined job of superintend, 
ent and secretary of the exchange. 
From that day he has dominated 
the exchange and watched it grow 
from a feeble market to one of 
the greatest cotton trading centers 
on earth. 


And in all these years, this man 
wh6 knows more about the cotton 
market than any other mortal, has 
never bought nor sold a single bale 
of cotton in his life. Nor does ne 
permit any of his help to trade. He 
has foregone opportunities to make 
minions on the market and all ne 
has Is what he accumulated from 
salary.

Development of a commercial pro- 
cess for making a sweeter and more 
soluble form of milk sugar was 
announced today by Dr. R. W. Bell 
of the department of agriculture In 
an address prepared for delivery 
before the American Chemical So- 
ciety. 
The sugar Is called beta anhy- 


dride lactose, and the process for 
cheap commercial production was 
perfected by Dr. Bell In the re- 
searbh laboratories of the bureau of 
plant industry. 
Lactose is the sugar of milk and, 
in Its natural state, Is found only 
in milk of mamals. Its value as a 
constitutent of infant food and for 
use In the diet of patients suffer- 
ing from intestinal disorders has 
ong been known to medical science. 


The milk sugar 
of commerce, 
known as the alpha hydrate form, 
is a chalk-like powder having a 
flat and but slightly sweet taste 
and it is not readily soluble. Beta 
andrydrlde lactose, on the other 
hand, is four times as soluble as 
the alpha form, giving solutions a 
higher degree of sweetness.

Mr. Dupuy, who will have charge 
of the naming of some 200 enume- 
rators and office men, made it 
plain that he desired the assistance 
of the best men obtainable in the 
positions of enumerators and cleri- 
cal force in securing a complete 
count of the people in his district, 
a> well as getting 
the numerous 
other data that the census will 
comprise tins year. 
Wants Full Census 
. It was brought out by the new- 
ly named official that it was de- 
sired that not only a full and com- 
plete enumeration of the • popula- 
tion of the 
counties, towns and 
cities In the district be made but 
that full information sought by the 
government in the census be gain- 
ed by the enumerators. It was also 
stressed that the people should not 
withhold any Information sought 
*y the government and asked by 
the enumerators, as there is no de- 
lire to snoop Into the private af- 
fairs . of the individual residents, 
but that all the information sought 
is needed for the various activi-

It was especially stressen that no 
information secured in the cen- 
sus will be available for any taxa- 
tion matters.

Parts of this letter are 
given below, believing that it will 
be of interest to Miss King's friends 
in Corsicana. 
"August 6 p. m.—" 'In,the Island 


of Japan, each maid takes up her 
fan.' And that is true, for 
even 
though we reached Kobe during 'i 
period of relief from the Intense 
heat, it is warm. We arrived at 
eight o'clock this morning, not due 


' Until four this afternoon. The ap- 
proach was not as 
romantically 


• thrilling as coming to Honolulu had 
: been. I am sure the difference in 
my feeling was caused 
by 
the 
strenuous thirty-six hours previous. 


. We were hit by the front end of a 
typhoon, and beginning yesterday 
morning and continuing through 


' until about eleven last night, the 
good old Van Buren, steady as she 
ii, tossed and rolled and pitched. 
Nevertheless, there was a marvel- 
ous majestic atmosphere about the 
waves, spray of green and white, 
foam-crested, flinging 
themselves 


Over the hatches (we watched from 
the upper deck from closed port 
holes.) 
Due to the rough sea and heavy 
weather I did no packing yesterday, 
'•el had to busy myself this morn- 
ing quite early. I got up a quarter 
'of five, so I could see the moun- 


, tain islands on each side of us as 
we came through the Island Sea. 
Then after we pulled inside the 
harbor, the quarantine officers, four 
Japanese men, dressed in white 
suits that looked about like interne 
uniforms, boarded our ship, lined us 
up, passed us, and we went to break- 
fast, my last meal on the old Van 
Buren. 
My'friends, the Burnells, met 
me. They did everything, getting 
me through the customs, made res- 
ervations for my trip to Yokaha- 
ma, epressed my bagage to Se- 
oul, registered me at the Oriental, 
and after seeing me comfortably 
settled, they left me. I went to 
sleep until tiffin time at one, then 
back to sleep until five o'clock. 
Then, even though it was raining, 
I took a ricksha ride. It was chain- 
ing. Myriads of bobbing, twirling 
umbrellas of myriad shades, top- 
ping little 
softly-hued 
kimoned 
people clickihg on the pavement in 
their saoes on' stilts. 
The main shopping street looks 
like a carnival night with its nu- 
merous arched lights, gold signs, 
and colorful lanterns.

Two Thousand Years Ago 


Law Observance Was Issue 


Restoration of Jewish National Life Vitalized By a 


Great Celebration of Law-Revelation— 


Present-Day Parallels.

He present time, of an Internation- 
1 uniform Sunday school lesson 
pon the theme of law-observance, 
/hen this series of lessons was 
lanned. several years ago, by a 
ommlttee of scholars representing 
ha United States and Canada, and 
he leading denominations, no man 
oresaw 
that 
the whole North 
American continent would at this 
Ime be undergoing 
a veritable 


risls with respect to the place of 
aw in the people's life. The Inter- 
atibnal lesson committee thought 
nly to teach the story of a hlgn 
hour'in the experience of the re- 
tored-Jewish nation. But, lo, the 
pportuneness and pertinency or 
the tale to this very day is so extra- 
ordinary as to be deemed Provi- 
dential. 


This is .the old truth for the new 
imes. Ripe with the experience of 
wenty-five 
hundred 
years, 
the 


message comes thundering down 
he corridors of time that without 
he law there can be no national 
ecurity, solidarity or safety. 
In 


>aln are the walls of the city re- 
tored unless the changeless law of 
he living Lord is their buttress. 
Law Is more than restraint; it Is 
onstraint. It not only prohibits, 
but It also propels. Law is an im- 
pulse and a purpose, as well as an 
obligation. It inspires men to do, 
as well as to forego. Motivation is 
a mightier element in law than ne- 
gation. This positive aspect of law 
s what makes -a solid group out of 
cattered individuals. It was the 
le that bound the Jews Into na- 
.lonhood, and redeemed them from 
dssipatlon by dispersion, even as it 
had once unified them out of slav- 
ery. After the Building, What? 
After a nation has become rich 
and powerful, what then?- Jeru- 
salem's walls had been rebuilt by 
Nehemlah, and its enemies repuls- 
ed. Safety and prosperity had ar- 
rived. What then? 
Nothing is 
clearer than that mere things can 
never satisfy either a man or a na- 
ion. The world's travel lanes are 
dotted with discontented men who 
have made their fortunes but are 
miserable In trying to discover, the 
next step in the experience and en- 
oyment of life. 
After 
security, 


what? 
In the case of the returned Jews, 
the-lesson tells the story. The peo- 
ple were gathered at the capital, 
near the rebuilt temple, and the 
neglected law of Moses was read to 
them, as an interpretation of their 
national life and duty. What we 
know as the Pentateuch was the 
sacred law; but it had been neg- 
lected and forgotten. 
This great session of Scripture- 
reading came as a revelation to the 
people. 
At first, the 
narrative 


moved them to tears, in conscious- 
ness of their shortcomings. Then 
:hey were Inspired to joy and fes- 
jvaMceeping, in the knowledge of 
Jie new-old treasure that belonged 
to'them: Tlielr unity as s; people 
was restored and expressed by the 
law. They knew themselves to be 
Seirs of the special goodness of Je- 
hovah. 


New meaning was put into the 


life of the Jews by this revela- 
tion of the law. A sense of solid- 
arity, of brotherhood, of a common

imparted. "The strength of

wolf is the pack." Vast and alfQr- 
ing social responsibilities and rela- 
tionships were opened up to them.

Jews, were shown to be incom- 
patible with the law and with de- 
mocracy and with natiftial unity. 
For the frst time, the listeners 
realized the greatness of their in- 
heritance from their fathers and 
from their God. Small wonder that 
a protracted period of elation and 
festival 
followed 
the reading of 


the reading of the law. 
. 


The First Pulpit 
.... This great celebration of the 
reading of the law was no casual 
affair. Elaborate preparations were 
made for It. A high wooden pul- 
pit was built, down in the south- 
east corner of the temple area— 
the first mention of a pulpit In lit- 
erature. Twa groups of laymen, 
Levltes, were arrayed on either 
side of Ezra, the scribe, who was 
the nation's greatest law-giver, af- 
ter Moses. Apparently this was a 
sort of laymen's movement, with 
the priestly party npt in evidence. 
The cleavage-between Bible-study- 
ing believers and authoritlve ec- 
cleslasticlsm is evidently not new.. 


With a reverence that is not al- 


ways to be found in tha public 
reading of Scripture, the great as- 
sembly of Jews listened attentlta- 
tlvely for seven hours to clear, un- 
derstandable and interpreted pre- 
sentation of the law. The readers 
read distinctly, and gave the sense. 


It Is most important for a minis- 
ter to be able to read the Bible 
well 
In public than it is for him 
to be able to preach. H. H. -Halley 
Is travelling about the country 
giving Bible recitations that are 
more effective than most sermons. 
Let the people hear what God has 
to say in His words and there will 
not be need for motion pictures, 
book reviews and politics In the 
pulpit. No revival worth the name 
will ever come except by way of 
a clear presentation of the Bible. 


Anarchy in High Places. 
Everywhere one goes nowadays, 


people of all sorts are to be found 
discussing laws. 
There is more 
practical anarchy being talked, by 
men' and women who should know 
better, than ever before in history. 
Certain groups of highest and low- 
est are united In a wlerd fellow- 
ship of the profession and practice 
of law defiance. 


Their basic 
assumption 
and 
agreement Is that laws which they 
do not like may be disregarded. 
They refuse to accept the princi- 
pal that laws are made for the ben- 
efit of the whole body of society, 
and not for the pleasure of the In- 
dividual. Nor-do these law-defiers 
comprehend that 
all 
man-made 
laws get their sanction from their 
consonance with the universal and 
eternal laws of God, which are 
summed up In the Eleven Com- 
mandments. 


When Ezra read the law to the 
assembled Jews In rebuilt Jerusa- 
lem, he did not offer it as some- 
thing created to please each indiv- 
idual: In fact, 
everybody 
found 
some W the laws funning counter 
to his own tastes and interests. 
But all were to -be obeyed, alike 
the laws that were pleasant and 
the laws that were unpopular. Ec- 
lecticism in law 
observance 
is 
equivalent to the repudiation of 
all law. For if I choose to disre- 
gard'the prohibition law my neigh- 
bor on. one side may, with equal 
right, choose to disregard the law 
concerning property and my neigh- 
bor on the other side may choose 
W dlregard the law concerning 
murder. Each of us may have jus-

AUSTIN, Sept. 11. — UP)— That 
members of the legislature would 
agree to serve during a brief spec- 
ial session to amend the Con- 
federate pension law and defray 
their own expenses was Indicated 
by partial returns from a poll 
being taken by Senator W. A. Wil- 
liamson of San Antonio. 
A tabulation made today showed 
that 46 members of the House of 
Representatives and 18 senators 
were favorable to the plan. Only 
eight members of the House had 
replied in the negative, and not 
a single senator was adverse to 
the idea.

FLOWERS, SHRUBS AND TREES 


FALL TRANSPLANTING 
By D. Victor Lunuden 
(U. S. Department of Agriculture) 
Woody plants can be transplanted 
in the fall frequently with better 
results than In the spring. . 
There ia, .however, a minority 
which advocates spring transplant- 
Ing exclusively in the states where 
severe weather la experienced dur- 
ing the winter; but there are many 
reports of 'successful ' fall trans- 
planting; in our most northern re- 
gions. 
The secret of moving trees and 
shrubs Jn the fall Is that this work 
should %e performed as soon as the 
current year's growth of wood has 
hardened. 
It is vita! that the newly set 
tilants should establish themselves 
before cold weather arrives. This 
establishment Is brought about by 
the growth of new feeding roots. 
The most suitable condition to 
promote root growth ara a warm 
soil and cool atmosphere—bottom 
heat, as it Is termed by plant propa- 
gators. Such a condition exists dur- 
ing the fall months. Furthermore, 
fall rains furnish abundant moisture 
to provide-another requirement for 
successful .transplanting. 
\ 


Falling leaves 
on deciduous 
plants are indicators of hardened 
growth, but as a matter of fact the 
growth has matured sufficiently to 
permit transplanting sometimes pre- 
vious to this. As soon as the nights 
become "definitely cool and .the 
moisture in the soil is sufficient, 
general transplanting is in order. 
Adequate moisture through the 
first fall and winter is essential to 
newly transplanted material. If the 
rainfall should be scant after trans- 
planting, water the plants. Ever- 
greens especially must go Into the 
winter with the soil well supplied 
with moisture not only just after 
they have been transplanted but 
also after they have become-estab- 
lished. 
- 
Roots of plants must be Ttept 
from drying out jvhile they are 
being moved." Avoid exposing roots 
to sun arid'wind by keeping moist 
burlap or similar material handy to 
protect them, even If they are' out 
of the pround but a brief interval. 
In cold climates 
and in soils 
where tha frost Is apt • to heave 
newly set plants place a mulch of 
strawy manure 
on the ground 
around the base of such materal 
just after the ground freezes. .Pro-

crop in Texas will amount to 4,107,-

Prospects on August 1 were for at 
least a fair crop in Texas except In 
portions of the south, but the ex- 
tremely high temperatures and lack 
of rainfall during the month caused 
deterioration seldom equalled in 
rapidity or severity.

• the production of only one extra 
boll per talk would have made an

While areas have suffered 
only nominal losses from insects 
ao far this year, there are others, 
particularly over the south half of 
the state, where every insect known 
to the farmer has injured the crop.
